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The State Building Code 


The new state building code, in which ad- 
ministration is in the hands of state of- 
ficials, and in which, too, there can be 
changes without the legislature acting 
directly, is making things interesting. 

Tewksbury is an interesting case in point. 
The local building inspector, with a book of 
regulations that weighs five and a half 
pounds, is having his difficulties. 

In Wilmington the old Methodist Church 
was destroyed, about a week ago - torn 
down because it did not conform to the new 
regulations. 

There was absolutely no malice shown. 
The old building simply did not conform. It 
had to be torn down. The situation was not 
pleasant. One member of the parish stood 


and watched the bulldozers at work, and 
quite truthfully remarked that the building 
was just as sound as the day it was built. 
It just did not conform to the new 
regulations. One, for instance, is that in a 
public building it shall be possible to get 
wheel chairs into toilets. There were many 
other points. aad 
The people of that church paid a promi- 
nent architect $1000 for an evaluation study. 
How much would it cost to bring the 
building into conformance with the modern 
regulations. 
The answer was $75 thousand. That was 
too much for the people of that church. And 
now the building is no more. 


How many applicants? 


State Rev. James Gaffney of Tewksbury 
has raised an interesting point. 

Mr. Gaffney is calling upon the State 
Department of Community Affairs to res- 
cind a regulation which seemingly is 
against discrimination, but which serves 
principally to multiply problems for the 
local Housing Authorities. The DCA has a 
regulation which says there shall be no dis- 
crimination against any applicant (for old 
age housing) based on the fact of non- 
residency in the municipality where the 
application is filed. 

It is a fine thing to be against discrimina- 
tion. It is almost like being against sin. 

How does this particular type of 
“discrimination” affect the towns and 
cities of the Commonwealth? 

Mr. Gaffney says that the regulation is 
against the laws of Massachusetts, and he 
goes further and says it discriminates 
against the people of the municipality 
where the housing is located. He is 
probably right. 

Many people are acquainted with some of 
the things that have happened - not in the 
name of non-discrimination, but otherwise. 
There have been instances in which dis- 
crimination was colored with political af- 
filiation. Perhaps that day is over. One can 
hope so.

Tewksbury has two projects, and the 
Tewksbury Authority favors its local peo- 
ple, whenever possible. 

Wilmington has one project, and has 
authorization from the town for a second 
project, but nothing much happened when 
there was an opportunity - possibly because 
of the political things that happened a few 
years ago. 

At the present time, in Wilmington, there 
are 250 applications for housing. One hun- 
dred and fifty of those are from Wilmington 


families. 

That means, in Wilmington, there are 100 
applications from out of town residents. It 
also can mean that in other communities 
there may be 150 applications from 
Wilmington residents. 

Each applicant can, and probably does 
file half a dozen times. Possibly some file 
10 or 12 times, in the various communities 
in this Commonwealth. 

Which brings up the question: 

Is the figure on the number of applicants

Chapter 808 


explained 


Chapter 808 is the new state Zon- 
ing Code, in Massachusetts, which 
became law a few monthsiago, and 


the annual town meeting last spr- 
ing. It is a complicated code, com- 
pared to previous statutes, and 
some say it is too complicated. 
The Planning Board, at the last 
town meeting, had simply to my 
that they were not prepared to 
recommend es. because of 
the possibilities of unforseen 
results from Chapter 808, and the 
town voted with the Planning 
Board. 

That doesn’t always happen, but 
it did last spring. 

Tuesday night the Planning 
Board got a partial explanation of 


There are changes, Unit 
says, with respect to Town 
Meeting votes and zoning. 

There used to be a statute which, 


if adopted by the town, would pre- 
vent anyone from bringing in a 
proposal for a zoning change until 
two years h-~ passed, if the 
change had been defeated in a 
town meeting. There had been 
persons who wanted that law 
adopted in Wilmington, but it 
never was. 

Now that idea is a law, without 
the town voting for it. The Plan- 
ning Consultant drew attention to4 
(c) of Chapter 808, which, referr- 
ing to zoning changes states: 

c. No proposed amendment, 
which has been unfavorably acted 
on aby the Town Meeting (rejected) 

be considered by the Town 
Meoting within two years unless ® 
the action is recommended in the 
final report of the Planning Board. 

Further on the report from 
Universal says that if the Attorney 
General of Massachusetts does not 
act on a proposed and voted zoning 
change within 90 days ‘the Town 
Clerk shall enter a statement in 
the records that the amendment is 
effective by reason of the failure of 
the Attorney General to act.”
